ef Bills Before the Council Awaiting Sig- 
nature—Municipal Matters. 


Comptroller Campbell is making arrange- 

te to sell $2,038,000 worth of municipal 
bonds within the next thirty days. Discussing 
his plans to-day he said: ‘‘The aggregate 
maturities of this year have been larger 
than that of the previous twelve 
years. The prospective sale is under an 
ordinance providing for an issue to meet 
maturities butis really to reimburse the city 
treasury, from which advances were made to 
meet May bonds. Bythis arrangement the 
city saved interest. We hope to sell our bonds 
about July 10. You see the railroad and 
stock dividends will be paid about July 1 
and this will be H time when 
money hoiders will be looking for new in- 
vyestments.’’ 

The last sale of city bonds was made on 
April 21. During 1886-7 and 1887 8, bonds 
amounting to 4,664,000 mature. Renewals for 
this amount were authorized, Of the new is- 
sues $2,850,100 were sold to sundry persons and 
$195,000 to the sinking fund, making a total of 
$8,045,100. On April 21, $1,559, 000 
were offered. Of the authorized 
amount, $4,664,000, $4, 606,100 was 
placed leaving a balance of $59,900 to be ab- 
sorbed by the premiums, sinking fund and ap- 
propriation from the revenue. The total 
municipal indebtedness amounts to $21,985,- 
000. The new issue will be thirty year 4 per 
cent bonds. The financial officers of the city 
express themselves as satisfied with the 
bond operations, and claim that the 
criticism of the operations made by 


brokers and others is unfair. They say, that 
the bonds will sell at a better rate than the 
taxed bonds of any other city, and do not ex- 
press any apprehension about the disposition 
of the additional $2,038,000. 


Railroad Bills. 


The Railroad Committee of the House of 
Delegates meets this afternoonto consider 
several bills presented by the St. Louis Cable 
& Western Co. One of these bills is to au- 


thorize a change in the route at Grand avenue 
and Morgan street. At present the line crosses 
Grand avenue on tracks laid in an Sshape, 
It was proposed to purchase the house on the 
southeast corner for demolition and to run 
the track over its site. The property holders 
in the immediate vicinity favored this plan, 
but since acquiring possession of the ground 


down the south line of the lot from Grand 
avenue toa point on Morgan street at the 
end of the north and south alley where 
it will connect with the old track. Some of 
the members of the committee object to this 
plan, claiming that it will make the Grand 
avenne crossing still more dangerous than at 
present, as the up trains will shoot out 
from behind the house, which will hide them 
from view until the walk is reached. The 
representatives of the company are urging the 
early passage of the bill to enable them to 
begin making the aiterations at once. 

The double track bill on the steam division 
will also come up for consideration. The com- 
mitteemen are somewhateager to know what 

osition the company will take in support of 
ts claim of being independent of the pleasure 
ofthe Assembly in its right to maintain the 
second track of the steam divjsion. 

The measure to de con- 
sidered be a bill amendatory 
of an ordinance granting the Union 
Avenue & Forest Park Co., the right of way 
for a steam road from the steam division of 
the St. Louis Cable & Western road to Forest 
Park. The original bill provides that the 

roposed tracks shall pass under certain in- 

1111 streets. The company now claims 
that this is impracticable, and asks that the 
track be allowed to run along the surface 
route.

THE END IN SIGHT. 


CONCLUSION OF TESTIMONY IN THE LAN- 
CASTER-GLOVER SUIT. 


The Plaintiff Resumes the Stand and Tries to 
Explain His Objections to the N. O. Nel- 
son Co.’s Bid—Lancaster’s Liabilities 
When He Went on Busby’s Bond—The 
Jury Discharged Till Wednesday, When 
the Closing Arguments of Counsel Will 
Be Heard. 


The cool weather and the promise of a 
climax in the linked bitterness long drawn 
out and known asthe Lancaster-Glover $150,- 
000 damage suit,drew a good audience in Judge 
Valllant's court room this morning. Ed Butler 
was an interested spectator within the railing, 
and so were a large number of attorneys.It was 
nearly 10:30 when the first witness was called 
in the person of Geo. D. Capen. He testified 
briefly to Lancaster’s good character, but on 
cross-examination acknowledged that his ex- 
perience of the plaintiff was somewhat within 
the limits of what ‘‘general reputation’’ 
might imply. 

Chas. Maffitt then took the stand and swore 
to the high aims of the Dark Lantern organ- 
ization. He knew John X. Glover, 
but could not say much about his reputation 
for veracity. He had heard some people con- 
demnit. Counsel forthe defendant did not 
care to cross-examine the witness, but Mr. 
Matt was detained a moment by Mr. Glover, 
who asked:

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‘PEMARKABLE OBJECTIONS T0 CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT DEVELOPED TO-DAY. 


A-Candidate for a Jury Who Swore That He 
Would Not Agree to Hang a Man Who 
Had Robbed His House and Murdered 
His Wife and Children—Another, Who 
Thinks That Ten Years in the Pen“ Is 
the Severest Punishment a Murderer 
Should Get—Mike Maloney’s Scene—News 
at the Four Courts Building. 


A jury is being selected in the Criminal! Court 
to-day to try the case of Henry Ammel, in- 
dicted for murder in the rst degree. Ammel 
shot and killed his mother-in-law, Mrs. Dyke 
Smith, at Her residence, 318 Dorcas street, 
on the evening of March 18, 1886. 
His wife, to whom he had been 
married three years, died abont three weeks 
previous and he seemed almost crazed by her 
Gemise. He commenced drinking heavily and 
got an idea in his head that his mother-in-law 
was, in some manner, responsible for his 
trouble and had killed his wife. Pur- 
chasing piS$tols, he told his brother - in- 
law he intended killing «himself, but 
not before he had put somebody else out of 
the way. The night of the killing he visited 
her house and quarreled with her about a 
cheap chromo picture, which he claimed be- 
longed to his wife. Ammel drew a revolver 
and shot the woman in the neck. Then he 
fied to his own heme where he cut his own 
throat with a razor. He was sent to the Oity 
Hospital and reeovered, but the mother - in- 
law died. 

Never before bas such difficulty been ex- 
perienced in the Criminal Court in securing 
jurors. Heretofore the number of jurors who 
badto be exoused onthe ground that they 
were opposed to capital punishment have 
been very few, but to-day the great mass of 
them had to be let go on that account. 
The curt refused to hear the usual excuses 
from jurors this morning. 

The courts are wondering how such a 
wonderful change in public sentiment has 
come about so suddenly, as there was no oc- 
cagion for it. Theofficialssay that no doubt 
many of the men were sincere, but they 
doubt whether all were, as some 
of the answers given by them were 
very strange. This morning upto the ad- 
journment at 1 o’clock for dinner recess, only 
twelve jurors had been secured out out of the 
thirty-six examined, seventeen of them bein 
excused because they were oppose 
to capital punishment. The following is 
a list of the jurors excused on this und:

SAENGERFEST IN TOWN. 


The First Contingent of the Great Musical 
Event Come In—Ex-President Mendel of 
Milwaukee, Welcomed—The Rehearsals— 
Saengerfest News.

LABOR NEWS. WOMEN IN PROVERBS. 3 


The Tron and Steel- Workers“ Scale—New 
York Lathers Strike. 


PITT4BURG, Pa., June 11.—The Amalgamated 
Association Convention will complete the new 
scale of wages to-morrow, in order to present 
it to the manufacturers on Wednesday. 
This will give them time to consider it and be 
prepared to talk intelligently on the subject 
at the conference which will be held on Thurs- 
day afternoon. The plate and tank mill scale 
will be completed to-day, when the bal- 
ance of the scale will be taken up, 
including the nallers scale. This was left out 
by the manufacturers in their proposition to 
the workers. The Amalgamated Association 
will insist on the nailers’ scale being inserted, 
and will also place the roll turners’ schedule 
of wages before the manufacturers once more. 

It is stated on reliable authority that 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. have de- 
cided to cut loose from the Manufac- 
turers’ Protective Association and the 


Amalgamated Association and run independ- 
ently. The break will be made July 1, when a 
wage scale will be sdopted forthe Union iron 
mills at Twenty-ninth street, the Thirty-third 
street mill and the large steel plant at Home- 
stead. If the Carnegie firm insist on the 
change of base it may cause a rupture in the 
workers’ organization, butthe result cannot 
be predicted at present.

FIRST OF THE CASES, 


Thomas Lukoskey Goes to Trial on Sunday 
Law Charge. 


The first of the Sunday law cases were dock- 
eted for trial in Judge Noonan’s court 
at 2:30 this afternoon. There are four 


cases on the docket this afternoon, and 
each day some will be tried until ai] have been 
disposed of. Those set for to-day are the 
cases of Henry Bachman, an ‘ 
Lyons, Bernard Kreinbaum and Thomas 
Lukoskey. The first-named is the keeper 
of Concordia Park, and there are two cases 
against him—selling liquor on the first Sun- 
day and selling on the second Sunday. To 
day's case is for selling on the first Sunday, and 
his defense is that he had no license. He 
had a license when he sold on the second Sun- 
day. His case is the first on the docket. 
A number of others are said 
have the same defense. Prosecuting Attorney 
Claiborne says he will send all who had no 
license tothe Police Court, and let them be 
ae there for selling liquor without a 
license. This is also said to be the defense 
of James Sweeney, the Kossuth ayenue 
saioon-keeper, against whom there are fifteen 
or twenty cases. He was arrested six times 
the first Sunday. It is stated by others 
that he claims to have sold ont the 
saloon and to have no connection with it, 
This, however, would make him a barkeeper 
or employe, and he would be liable to the 
same punishment as the proprietor.

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THE LocAL OPTION ELECTION BETAKES 1. 


SELF TO THE DIM FUTURE. 


No Wet and Dry Ballots to Be Cast in St. 
Louis for Many a Day—important Decis- 
fon of the Temperance Leaders—A 
Dearth of Money—Wm. c. Wilson on the 
Situation—The Personal Liberty League 
Jubilant—Gov. Johnson Refuses to Head 
the Prohibition State Ticket. 


When the Prohibition Convention was over 
two weeks ago the Pos r- DS rare announced 
the probability of the local option election be- 
ing deferred until next year. The reasons 
given were that the coming campaign would 
too largely engross the public mind on other 
subjects, andthat the temperance people in 
the big parties would at this critical time be 
averse to helping along the local option elec- 
tion lest their position might be misunderstood 
and they should be classed as third party men. 
That this danger lies for some is shown by the 
card in Saturday’s Post-DispaTcu of Rev. Dr, 
John D. Vincil and Judge G. 8. Van Wagoner, 
both strong temperance men, who repudiated 
their selection as delgeates to the State Pro- 
hibition Convention at Kansas City. They are 
both Democrats of the strongest kind. It has 
generally been supposed that a Democrat 
helps along the third party, and it was a sur- 
prise to some that Dr. Vineil and Judge Van 


Wagoner were not ready to take the little 
watering can in their hands and go out to 
foster Democratic success. 

The hint published in the Post-DISPaATCH 
fell upon the committee’s fertile ear and grew 
into a positive decision which was taken 
at a meeti toward the close of last 
week.

Very 
ew of the committeemen are party pronibi- 
tionists, and yet they are all so regarded in 
the public mind, and must inevitably. be 
associated with the party people in politics 
while the campaign is on. If they feel thus 
about the matter it is easy to see that many of 
the good temperance men may be indifferent 
or silent at this time. It is thought best to 
keep up temperance meetings during the 
summer, strengthen the local option clubs 
and be ready to open a determined local 
option canvass the day after the national 
election.’’ 

THE QUESTION OF MONEY. 

Is that the only reason why the committee 
will not ask forthe election now?’’ 

Not the only, but the principal, reason. 
The difficulty of raising money is another 
trouble. So far, the committee have not been 
sustained financially. A six months’ cam 
paign has cost them about one thousand dol- 
lars, severai hundred of which they have 
paid by their own contributions. And 
they have just paid about twelve hundred 
dollars for the big tabernacle, nearly all of 
which was their own contribution. Some of 
the good citizens interested have made liberal 
contributions. Others have not. The ex- 
penses have not been great, outside of the cost 
of thetabernacie. Although I have given the 
movement my entire time, I have paid for 
clerical help and expenses twice as much as I 
have received. The oe have been 80 
heavily burdened wit public mat- 
ters lately—the convention, Saenger- 
fest, Bethel, Humane Society, and other 
things that they have no money to spare. A 
sty option election will cost the committee 


‘*Will such an election be held?’’ 

**Undoubtedly. The work of the commit- 
tee will notbe stoppeda singleday. It will 
go on tillthe national election is over, 
though perhaps notso aggressively, for lack 
of funds. Ishall nave to divide my own time 
a little to keep up all right, but I will 
stay at the wor as much as may 
be necessary till the petition is filed. The 
temperance gee will then be united and 
free from all entanglements, and will have 
more money, time and disposition to makea 
fight. We propose to win when we do go 
in, and we will have all things ready for 
the most uncompromisin tussie with 
the saloon power. eanwhile the 
committee has a big work 
on hand in the Sunday law enforcement, and 
in keeping the local option proposition before 
the public.’’ 

THE NEXT LEGISLATURE. 

Do you not propose to defer the election 
till you see the composition of the new Legis- 
lature, and the probability of better temper- 
ance laws?’’ 

‘*That will certainly be considered by the 
committee. We are fighting the saloon system. 
if the Legislature promises a better way to 
victory than by a local option election, we 
shall accept it. The sentiment In St. Louis is 
too strong to admit of any license or other 
compromise, however, and the saloon must 
go will not be changed to the saloon may 
wait. The strength ofthe anti-saloon senti- 
ment in this city has not only encouraged but 
greatly surprised us. That sentiment will 
not be permitted to die out or go for 
nought.’’

CANADIAN FISHERIES. 


AN OLD-SALT’S OPINION OF THE FISHERY 
CONTROVERSY. 


Why the American Fleet Is Better Than the 
Canadian — Disadvantageous Situation 
More Than Compensated by Seamanship 
and Capital—The Best Sailing Fleet in the 
Worlad—Habits of the Fish—The Bait 


Question the Most Important to Be set- | 


tled by Congress—Outrageous Action of 
British Cruisers—What the Administra- 
tion Should Do. 


Protus Alvord of Marblehead, Mass., in con- 
versation with a Post-DISPATCH reporter at 
the Southern Hotel, said: ‘‘The fisheries 
bill, now under discussion in the Senate, is at- 
tracting great interest along the New England 
coast, and the outcome watched with great 
anxiety. The situation of affairs in the 
fishing industry is not generally understood 
outside of seafaring circles, and without re- 
gard to politics the New England fishermen 
are both disappointed and indignant over the 
arguments that have been brought up in Con- 
gress. One reading the Congressional reports 
would suppose that the fishing industry was 
one homogeneous whole. It would be as rea- 
sonable to class the army and navy 

DEEP-SEA AND COAST FISHING 
under the same head. 

„Our fisheries are divided into two seperate 
and distinct classes, which are too often con- 
founded; the deep sea, and the coast fisheries. 
The deep sea fisheries are almost entirely 
confined to the codfisheries; the neighborhood 
of the Newfoundland banks is the chief head- 
quarters, with important branches near 
Marthas Vineyard, Block Island, and An- 
tloostl, and in this line no treaty is necessary 


as all fishermen stand on an equal footing,and 
there is a fair field and no favor for every one. 
But the condition of affairs in the coast trade 
is different. What we can get on our own 
coasts amounts to little, as the promontory of 
Maine seems to throw the fish far out at sea, 
and with the exception of menhaden anda 
few Spanish nackerel we can count 
on nothing al the American coast. Of 
course we catch few of the piratical biue- 
fish, but these are true freebooters, cruising 
everywhere, and while they are very valuabie 
when struck, no one thinks of pursuing them 
as a steady ocoupation. The great mass of 
the coast fisheries, comprising sea bass, 
striped bass, haddock, halibut, founders and 
numerous others, is to be met along the coast 
of Quebec and Nova Scotia, Of course the 
Canadian fishermen occupy a point of vantage 
on account of their vicinity to their homes, 
which it requires great efforts and large ex- 
8 to overcome. They have their ports 
andy, can secure cheap labor, and on terms 
otherwise equal would drive us out of the 
market, as they can land their fish in New 
York and Boston within twenty-four hours 
after they resch shore at a rate that 
the American fisherman cannot compete 
with. Our seamen, however, compensated 
for these disadvantages by building 
ar more costly ships, and those better 
adapted to the purpose for which they are in- 
tended. In coast fishing speed is the requisite 
above all others, asthe schools change their 
location for no apparent reason, move with 
reat rapidity, are not likely to remain 
ong in one place and are at times 
very easily disturbed. Thefirst vessels on 
the ground have, therefore, a much better 
chance than subsequent arrivals, and a really 
slow ship, exceptin its immediate neighbor- 
hood, has practically nv show at all. 
AMERICAN AND CANADIAN VESSELS. 

“Our New England fishermen have recognized 
this fact, and the consequence is that our fish- 
ing fleet is to-day, yachts excepted, the 
ewiftest line of vessels afloat driven by sail 
power. All are of heavy tonnage from 80 to 175 
tons burthen, and are admirably 
equipped in every respect, The 
entire fleet is composed of schooners and 
sloops, whose speed is nearly equal to that of 
a steamer with a fair wind, and under favor- 
able conditions they can outstrip anything 
afloat. The interior arrangements in regard 
to wells for keeping the fish alive have been 
greatly improved in the last five years, and 
to-day are nearly perfect. We can now land 
fish in Boston practically fresh from the sea, 
and the Canadian shipments cannot compete 
with us. 

In Canada, on the other hand, Mr. Pig- 
gott went on to say, the vessels are small, 
seldom exceeding forty tons, are slow for 
their size and few are rovided with 
wells. They are, therefore, at a 
great disadvantage as regards our ships, 
an when the schools move, as they 
are likely to do at any moment, cannot follow 
them. Some years ago they introduced a few 
steamers, but the screw seemed to frighten 
the fish, and this experiment was given up. 
When once we move from a fishing ground we 
do not pay any attention to our Canadian 

Wes know that we will leave 
behind, and will have 
stripped the cream from the school 
when it comes to a halt long before they can 
come up. We have ample facilities for salting 
down the coarser fish that we do not care to 
reserve alive, and even with the three mile 
limit in favor of the Canadians have little fear 
of theirfrivairy, as the greater amount of capi 
tal at our command, andthe superior skill of 
our seamen, gives usa more than counter- 
balancing advantage.

YANKEE PIRATES. 


American Fishermen Charged With Out- 
rages in Canadiau Waters. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drarcn. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, June 11.—Keen in- 
terest has been suddenly revived in the fish- 
ery question, and some of the excitement that 
prevailed two seasons ago is again looked for. 
For the past week a fleet of American mack- 
erel sealers, among them the Portland 
steamer Novelty, has been hovering on and 
offChedobucto and St. Peter's Bays. Fish 


have been plentiful, but the cruisers were 
scarce and the Americans embraced to the 
full their old time privilege of fishing in- 
shore. It is estimated that they have 
taken 1,000 barrels of mackerel. The 
fish were so plentiful and the temptation so 
great to take them that the American fleet 
even came in among the nets of the Canadian 
fishermen, cut adrift nets and moorings and 
„thus secured the hauls. The nets of Robert 
Wilson were destroyed before his eyes, before 
the crew of the Gloucester seiner Alice C. 
Gordon. The nets, etc., of thirty Canadian 
fishermen on the shores of Richmond County 
have thus been destroyed by ‘‘Yankee 
Pirates, and the loss is estimated at 51, 200. 
These outrages have created intense excite- 
The Dominion cruiser 
Oritic arrived atthe scene last night and the 
steamer Arcadia, commanded by Capt. Nor- 
— 2 and with Admiral Gordon on board, 
sailed from Halifax yesterday morning. They 
are now watching the American fleet. There 
is great divergence of opinion at St. Johns 
with reference to the efficiency of the enforce- 
ment of the bait bill. The Telegramtelegraphs 
that the law is a farce and that French fisher- 
men obtain all the bait they require 
from Newfoundland waters, smuggied in 
by American and Canadian vessels. The 
ercury declares that the French have been 
entirely crippled and have utterly failed in 
finding adequate supplies elsewhere, and that 
the substitutes they have found have been in- 
sufficient in quantity, inferiorin quality and 
very costly. Speaking for the Government, it 
significantly adds: 
nationalities are engaged in discreditable at- 
. tempts to aid the French in evading the law, 
we shall speedily diseover ways and means of 
counteracting such efforts.’’

New Tonk, June 11.—The Rt. Hon. Col. 
King-Harmon, M. P., of Rockingham, County 
Roscommon, and of New Castle, County 
Longford, whe died at his residence in Ire- 
land yesterday, was the eldest son of the late 
Lawrence Harmon, and was born in 1838. He 
was educated at Eaton, and was formerly an 
officer of the Sixtieth Rifles. He was Colonel 
of the Royal Longford militia and 
was Lord Lieutenant of County Ros 


common. In 1861 he married the 
daughter of Sir William Worsley. He was 
appointed Under Secretary tothe Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland last year for the purpose of 
assisting Secretary Balfour in the House of 
mmons, on which occasion he was made a 
member ofthe Privy Council. His appoint- 
ment excited intense indignation on the part of 
the Nationalists, by reason of the fact that he 
had formerly been a prominent member of the 
Home Rule party when under the leadership 
of Mr. Butt. Since his withdrawal from the 
ranks of the latter he has distinguished him- 
self as a bitter opponent of the Nationalists, 
and has sat on the Tory side of the House, in 
which he figured as one of the most prominent 
members of the Irish Landlord party.

As to Mutuels, 


During the seven racing days ending last 
weekon Wednesday, the American Jockey 
Club have sold at Jerome Park $776,290 in 
mutuel tickets and $141,116 in the auction 


pools. As they charge 5 per cent commission 
on the mutuels and 8 per cent on the auctions 
the gross revenue tothe club has been $3,. 
047.98—an average of about $6,149.57 per day, 
which must be reduced by probably $800 a day 
expenses. The result vd the experiment at 
Jerome Park has proved what can be done 
even under remarkably unfavorable condi- 
tions, and establishes beyond a doubt the 
soundness and equity of the mutuel system. 
But it has also awakened a most un- 
expected opposition from owners of large 
Stubles, who have been in the habit of 
backing their horses in the books. Before an- 
nouncing its future stakes and purses, which 
for the fall meeting alone amounts to more 
than $50,000, the American Jockey Club is 
brought face to face with the serious question: 
‘*Will owners enter their horses in our races 
unless assured beforehand that they will have 
an opportunity to place their money other- 
wise than by the mutuel plan?’’ During the 
progress of this meeting we have, 7 
and through friends and members of our staff. 
obtained the opinions of hundreds of gentle - 
men who are in the habit of backing horses 
from 85 up into the thousands, and, while 
nearly all admit the simplicity and equity of 
the mutuel aystem, they almost unanimously 
express their preference for the book method.
